Resolutions laudatory of Theodore 
Roosevelt were adopted as Introduced 
by John T. King, of Connecticut, and 
plans were made at the suggestion of 
Chairman Hays to erect a permanent 
monument to the decedent by popular 
subscription. The Democratic nation- 
al administration wu denounced by 
committeemen for what, was termed 
its tendency to Socialism and for 
placing control of the Government de- 
piirtnients In the hand.^ of the mlncr- 
ily of the South, while the majority 
of the North paid 90 per cent of the 
taxes as worded by Oov. Beekman, of 
Rhode Island. 

It was declared by rhnlrnian Hay? 
and others that it was too early to 
consider a candidate for President, 
but many names were mentioned in 
the Informal talk of committeemen 
while a separate' meeting of Illinois 
Republicans made arrangements to 
persuade Gov. Frank 0. Lowden to an- 
nounce himself as a candidate.

Gov. Beekman, of Rhode Island, re- 
ferred to the recent victory of the Re- 
publicans In the congressional elec- 
tions and said that people of tbr 
North were tired of paying 90 per 
cent, of the taxes and having It ex- 
pended by the minority of the Boutl:^ 
which dominated the Democraitic Ne- 
tlonal Administration. 

Gov. Burnqulst, of Minnesota, de 
nounced anarchy and Socialism and 
said the hope t>r the country for the' 
future was in the election of a RC' 
publican President. He spoke of the 
activity of the Nonpartisan League In 
the Northwest aifd said the sympathy 
of the Democratic party had J>een 
with that organisation. 

Oov. Karding, of Iowa, criticised 
the Democratic Natioi^al Administra- 
tion for its extravagance and Ineffi- 
ciency and referred to W, 0.

ju children from twelve to sixteen years old are be- 
y/f or the United States Garden Army, which is going to 
/million dollars worth of vegetables next summer for home 
■ ^^on. At that time the country will be sending about two 
jn tons of food to Europe each month. It will help the govern- 
jit. immeasurably in keeping its promise to starving Europe if we 
jave plenty of hoipe-growii products to eat here. We do not send 
vegetables and fruit abroa^. They will have to take the place, at 
our tables, of the things that are exportable. 

Fifteen trained organizers are now in the field to build up this 
garden army. It will be composed of boys , and girls. Tliey will be 
taught they gardening as a regular part of their school program. 

Secretary Lane and the Department of the Interior have mapped 
out the plans, aided by the Bureau qf Education at Washington, D. 
6. It is not an untried experiment. This year a, million and a bfllf 
of the war gardens of the country were made by school children, who 
are enrolled at "Washington as soldiers of the Garden Army. On an 
average, each child raised ten dollars worth of vegetables. 

In the schools, the subject will be studied as seriously as artith- 
metio and other "indoor" lessons. Teachers will be given intensive 
courses in garden work; garden supervisors will be appointed, and 
lesson leaflets about gardening will be written by exports "calK'd to 
the colors" by the Bureau at Washington. The gardens will be in 
the city parks, country fields, and home yards. ✓ 

This movement is one of the good results" that come from the 
evil 0 f war. All Americans have a new ideal of usefulness. Many 
of the things they learned to do in war will be advantageously done 
in peace. War gardens will become victory gardens. The food pro. 
blem is the one great question that did not end with the signing of 
the armistice, and that will not e nd with the conclusion of peace. 

The housewives who have observed the requests of the Food 
Administration and have saved food by economical l)uyiiif(, careful 
serving, and changing recipes to suit conditions, are now asked to en 
courage their young sons and daughters to enlist in the United -States 
fJ}3a6Slt Army. It will be healthful work for the children iind will 
make them more useful citizens. It will also 'increase the food in 
Ameriea's storehonse and enable us to fulfill the Food Administra 
tion'l proittiBe to send 20,000,000 tons of food to a famished Europe.

iting the profit of wholesale dealers 
In feeds to a net earning of 4 per cent, 
on their operations in feeding stuffs Is 
still in effect Likewise Is the rule 
limiting the profit of retail food deal- 
ers when selling to consumers to a 
net return of 6 per cent on their year's 
operations In feeding stuff. 

Please pass this Information on to 
your dealers and caution them against 
profiteering. Our inspectors are In
